Commissioner Andrew MacDon- 
ald, of North Ardmore, whose aid 
was sought by the Wynnewood pro- 
testers, is getting data from Engi- 
neer John Dunne, of the Township 
Highway Department, on the width 
of Wynnewood Road and the angle 
of turns located thereon. This in- 
formation will be presented when 
protesters are called upon to give 
testimony to support their conten- 
tions that the road is narrow and 
dangerous for bus traffic. 

The Philadelphia Suburban Tran- 
sit Company now operates the line 
which runs to Bryn Mawr from 
Overbrook over Montgomery ave- 
nue. It would terminate its Mont- 
gomery avenue route at Anderson 
t venue in Ardmore and would run 
the new route for which it has made 
petition to Bryn Mawr instead.

MacDONALD NOT OUT 

With the general election on 
Tuesday holding the centre of the 
political stage, talk about probable 
line-ups and fights in the May pri- 
maries next spring have been 
forced into the back ground this 
week.

Indications that the county Re- 
publican organization will swing 
to former Senator James S. Boyd, 
of Norristown, as candidate to op- 
pose State Senator Fletcher W.

Boyd 
has been spending much time 
touring the county interviewing 
friends and appearing at meetings 
of political workers. Two of these 
appearances were made in Lower 
Merion this week when he addres- 
sed first a meeting of the Lower 
Merion Republican Association, at 
the General Wayne Inn, and later 
a gathering of "the township Re- 
publican Committee at the Green 
Hill Farms Hotel. 

The results of these conferences 
and meetings are being felt. At 
Norristown, headquarters of 
County 'Leader Charles Johnson, 
it is said that scores of letters are 
being received urging organiza- 
tion support of Boyd. 
Commissioner Andrew MacDon- 
ald, of North Ardmore, was con- 
sidering entering the field, but 
these were dispelled yesterday 
when the commissioner declared 
that he be not considered as be- 
coming a candidate. 

There is still much speculation 
on the stand that Representative 
Ludlow, of Ardmore, .will take in 
"tli^ spring fight: "Should" be seek 
re-election it" is unlikely that he 
will be accorded support by the 
county organization.

With calm seas and clear skies 
promised in most parts of next 
Tuesday's election in Narberth. 
one contest has arisen which prom- 
ises to enliven an otherwise dull 
lection. 

Anton Emil Wohlert, Demo-' 
crat and political stormy petrel, 
is making a determined effort to 
break the Republican slate for 
Council and win the seat at the 
expense of Clarence Kaeber. 

Mr. Wohlert is backed by the 
Democrats, by the Street Im- 
provement Association, and by 
those of Narberth's voters who 
have a crow to pick with the pres- 
ent Councilmanic body. 

At the September primaries Mr. 
Wohlert ran 21 votes behind Mr. 
Kaeber for nomination on the Re- 
publican ballot. The four Repub- 
lican nominees are Robert F. 
Wood, Daniel Leitch, John R. 
Hall and Clarence Kaeber. The 
Democrats nominated Messrs. 
Wood, Wohlert, Hall and Leitch. 

Mr. Wohlert's campaign is built 
about several points. He claims 
that Council does not permit citi- 
zens to attend all parts of all 
meetings; that Mr. Kaeber did 
not back the street paving loan, 
and, above all, that it is time the 
"old crowd" was ousted from 
Council. 

On the other hand, members of 
Council who have been backing 
Mr. Kaeber declare that Mr. 
Wohlert's platform is not founded 
on fact ; that Council meetings are 



open to all citizens who wish 
either to witness or present 
matters at the sessions, and that 
there have been but a half dozen 
brief executive sessions in a num- 
ber of years. Councilmen also 
point to the fact that under the 
regime of President W. R. D. 
Hall the finances of the Borough 
have been brought from chaos to 
comparative stability. 

Of the five candidates only one, 
Daniel Leitch, is at present a 
member of Council. President 
Hall, Hugh W. Brown and 
Walton M. Wentz did not run for 
re-election. 

An interesting point in the cam- 
paign is the series of charges and 
counter-charges that confusion of 
names made a big difference in 
primary results. Mr. Wohlert be- 
lieves that many voted for H. L. 
Woehling, thinking they were 
casting their ballot for him. Mr. 
Woehling's friends say that a sub- 
stantial number of South Side 
votes went the other way because 
of a similiar confusion. 

In his advertisement Mr. Wohl- 
ert claims that many of Mr. 
Kaeber's tallies came to him be- 
cause the voters believed it was J. 
J. Cabrey. On the other hand, the 
"old crowd" avers that the popu- 
larity of the present Council lead- 
er, W. R. D. Hall, gave many mis- 
taken votes to his less known 
namesake, John R. Hall.
